| The fish will require a plank, oak, 
lof course, and proportioned to the 
size of the biggest paper bag. Get 
| it as thin as possible—half an inch, 
| say. Scour it well, °n grease with 
| oil or butter, heat geu.cly and wipe off 
| all surplus grease while still warm. 
| This before undertaking to use it. It 
| must be heated very hot underneath 
the gas flame before the fish goes 
on it. Sprinkle rock salt thickly over 
it to prevent charring, dash it off 
and grease very thickly, then lay 
}upon it your fish, opéned flat, sea- 
| soned, and well-greased all over the 
| 8kin side. Season it on top with salt, 
black and red pepper, a few toasted 
bread crymbs or a little grated 
| ehe eese, thin slices of onion and raw 
| peeled tomatoes. Lacking fresh to-

Squeeze lemon juice over all and dot

Slice peeled potatoes thin, drop in 
cold water, drain out, put in a greased 


| bag after sprinkling very lightly with 


salt, add a little extra grease, seal 
and cook fifteen to thirty minutes 
in a fairly hot oven, the time depend- 


| ing on the quantity in the bag. 


Wash the apples well, but do not 
peel, cut out specks and bruises, core, 
fill the bottom of the core-space with 
a lump of butter, over which pile 
sngar, and add a bit of cinnamon. A 
clove stuck in the side may take the 


oven. 

Make cold slaw in the usual way, 
and the salted peanuts as follows, af- 
ter blanching and drying them: Put 
in 2 thickly-buttered bag, set in a 
very hot oven for half minute, then 
reduce the heat three-quarters, and 


leave nuts to brown for ten eat a 


longer. They will come out crisp and 
| beautiful, needing only a sprinkling 
of salt. 


To make the banana puffs, roll out 
good puff paste a quarter-inch thick 


| and cut it in squares six inches across. 


Cover half of each square diagonally 
with bananas sliced thin and soaked 
| for half an hour in sugar and lemon 
bag and bake twelve minutes in a hot 
oven. Bananas, always cheap, and 
among the most nourishing of the 
fruits, ought to be more used in cook- 
ery.

Coffee Cheese Crackers 
‘Have the tenderloins split length- 
wise and cut them in halves. Wipe 
| with a clean, damp cloth, rub over 
with butter or dripping, season lightly 
with salt and pepper, and lay in a 
-well-greased bag along with raw sweet 
potatoes, peeled and halved, or quar- 
tered if very large. Add a lump of 
fat, butter or dripping, rolled in a 
little flour, also a tablespoonful of 
water. Seal bag and cook in a hot 
| oven thirty-five minutes to an hour, 
| necording to the quantity of food in 
| the bag. Slack that after five minutes, ; 
| Slow, steady cooking makes the meat, 
tender, yet full of flavor. 
Choose a tender cabbage for tbe 
pudding. Shred it fine, then drop in 
boiling salted water and csok uncov- 
| ered at full boil, ten minutes. Drain 
| out, run cold water through it, then 

mix it thoroughly through a pint of 

milk which has been beaten well with 
| two eggs, and season with salt and} 
pepper. If ghe cabbage is small, use, 
oné egg and halfa pint of milk. Have! 
the bag very thickly greased ‘and 
sprinkle it inside with grated cheese. 
Put in the mixture by big spoonfuls, 
add a lump of butter and sprinkie in 
more cheese be@veen the spoonfuls. 
| Seal very tight, lay on a trivet, put 
in a hot oven for three minutes, then 
| slack heat, and cook for at least an 
| hour. 

Scrape carrots as usual, cut them! 
in piéces and put into a buttered bag 

| with half a gill of stock, a dot of 
| butter and salt and pepper to taste, 
| Cook thirty-five to forty-five minutes 
| at a moderate heat. 

| Apple dumplings are apple 
_ lings in or out of 928s. Their good- 
|ness depends on® three things—the 
| paste, the maker and the cooking. 
| The apple is hardly more than a 
| vehicle to hold sweets and spices and 
| agcent the tang of them.

The hunting) 
party that would commit such a tres- | 
pass nowadays probably would find it- | 
self in serious trouble with the courts. | 
For trees such as the coon hunters 
used to cut now have a big market 
value. They are growing scarcer all | 
the time, and the wise land owner is! 
realizing the necessity of husbanding ! 
his resources in the timber line. 

“In the good old days” an incalcul-| 
able amount of good timber was de- | 
stroyed in this way. It was not} 
|missed at the time, for trees grew) 
almost everywhere, and lumber was} 
| not so much of an item as it is at! 
present. The forests had to go in| 
{order to blaze the way for agricul-| 
| tural development. There was no es- 
| pecial demand for timber, and vast} 
areas of it were cut down and burned | 
that the land owner might prepare | 
for growing corn or tobacco. Much} 
| of this timber might have been sav ed | 
if tke farmer had cleared his land 
on any systematic plan, and would | 
have made him independent in his 
} later years. He did not realize the; 
importance of conseryation, so he cut | 
and slashed indiscriminately, and the | 
coon hunters helped him, along with | 
the hickory nut hunters, the chestnut | 
| hunters, the grape gatherers, the seek- 
ers after slippery elm bark and a/| 
great variety’ of hunters engaged in |

| products.

THE BOSTON AND SUBURBAN 
TELEPHONE RATE SCHEDULE 


SOME RESULTS FOR i9li 


While it will be at least six months before data will 
be available to furnish a comprehensive view of the work- 
ings of the new Boston and Suburban rate schedule, in 
respect to the proportionate adjustment of charges as be- 
tween different classes of service, the closing of the com- 
pany’s books for the year 1911 supplies certain conclusive 
information as to the effect of the new schedule thus far 
upon the revenues of the company and its general benefit 
to the community as a whole. 


The average gross revenue from exchange and toll 
service in the Boston and Suburban district for the year 


1911 was $3.37 per telephone station less than for the year 
1910. 


As the number of stations in this district was approxi- 
mately 130,000, it is clear that the com pany’s revenue for 
1911 was more than $400,000 less under the new schedule 
than it would have been undex the old. That this saving 
to the community at large was the direct result of the new 
rate schedule and not the result of any general curtailment 
of the service on the part of subscribers, is evidenced by 
the fact that the number of calls pér station was as great 
for 1911 as in 1910, although the average yearly cost to the 
subscriber was $3.37 per telephone less. 

Of course this does not mean that the cost of tele- 
phone service to every subscriber in this district was ex- 


actly $3.37 per year less than the previous year. Many 
subscribers have found the cost of their service for the 
year 1911 reduced by a much larger amount. Others whose 


rates under the old schedule were considered 
and accordingly were retained in the new schedule have 
paid the Same under the new as under the old. Many 
others have voluntarily elected to pay slightly more in or- 
der to secure better grades of service, 
available at lower prices than formerly.

The remaining small minority have, in a greater or 
less degree, found the cost of their service increased, be- 
cause it has been impossible for them to secure, under the 
new schedule, the same amount and extent of service with- 
out paying more nearly in proportion to their use. These 
represent a very small percentage of the total number of 
subscribers. Most of them had, under the old schedule, the 
unlimited Boston and Suburban rate. It will be recalled 
that this was a rate furnishing unlimited service through- 
out the entire Boston and Suburban district for $162.00 a 
year. It was this rate which was responsible for some of 
the most glaring inequalities that developed between dif- 
ferent classes of subscribers under the old schedule. 


Subscribers to this service were located largely in the 
seven exchanges of the Central District. Although repre- 
senting only 6 1-2 per cent of the telephones they made 48 
per cent of all the calls originated in the district. If they 
had paid somewhere near 43 per cent of the revenue of the 
district, this class of service would have resulted in no un- 
fairness to other classes of subscribers. As a matter of 
fact, however, they paid only 14 per cent of the revenue in 
return for 43 per cent of the service. 


It is obvious that under any change in the 
schedule, which was intended to be a “readjustment” 
well as a “reduction,” these subscribers not only could not 
expect a share in any reduction, but, if the readjustment 
was to be fair to other subscribers, the cost to the users of 
this class of service must necessarily be increased. Most of 
these subscribers who have taken up this question with the 
company have expresed themselves as recognizing the 
justice of their paying, under the new schedule, more near- 
ly in proportion to their actual use of the service. It 
the belief of the company that the justice of this will ap- 
peal to practically all the others when they thoroughly un- 
derstand the inequalities which prevailed under the old 
schedule.

As to whether the new schedule offers service and rates 
better adapted to the requiremnts of the general communi- 
ty than the old, it is perhaps significant that the.gain in 
new subscribers in the Metropolitan district in 1911 was 
greater than in any other year in the history of the com- 
pany.

Make, too, in 
quantity pricked biscuit—they will be 
gcod much longer than the average 
college boy or girl can keep them. 

Here are a few candy suggestions 
worta consideration even by a “wo 
man” freshman—or sophomore. 

Fendant, which is the basis of many 
candies, is Variously made; this is as 
good a way as any I have found: To 
each cup of sugar allow a drop of 
acetic acid and one-third cup of cold 
water. Cook in a very clean brass or 
enamel kettle, stirring constantly 
until it begins to boil. Wipe off any 
dry sugar from the sides of the kettle, 
acd the acid, cover the kettle and 
cook without further stirring at gentle 
heat until the syrup, dropped in cold 
water, forms a soft ball. Pour out 
then in a flattish dish, wet with very 
cold water. When cool, not cold, 
work with a paddle back and forth 
until white and creamy, then put in 
semhething deep, cover with a clean 
camp cloth, and set away to ripen. 
This formula is adapted from obser- 
|vation in a famous candy factory, 
where huge tubs of fondant stood 
month after month until the trained 
sense of the heads said it was just 
right for use. When ready to use, 
cut out a good lump, put in an earthen 
vessel and liquefy over boiling water. 
Then flavor and color to taste, and 
either dip into it blanched nuts, dates, 
figs or crystallized fruit or small 
rounds of hard fondant. After the 
| first dipping, set them upon a wire 
rack over a bowl to drain and harden. 
Dip a second time if you want the 
‘candies very superior. If there is not 
time for this, roll while still soft in 
powdered sugar and set on waxed pa- 
per to dry and harden. 

Fendant thus liquid, colored 
green or yellow, flavored with 
and dropped from a spoon-tip upon 
waxed paper, makes delectable mint 
cream. Any other flavor can be used 
instead of mint. With orange or lemon 
flavor, after dropping the creams, 
sprinkle while still soft with finely 
ground nuts, or stick a tiny bit of 
cocoanut in the center. Cocoanut cut 
to shape and cream nuts, 
whole, make fine candies if they are 
first covered with stiff fondant and 
then dipped in the melted stuff, which 
| has been made rich with chocolate, 
| Here, as elsewhere, put ‘in a very 
little brandy with the chocolate, as a 
means of accenting its flavor. 

Fruit squares are good. To make 
them, take equal quantities of seeded 
raisins, well chopped dates cut small, 
| figs steamed and cut up fine, shred- 
|ded citron, shredded candied peel, 


pink, 
mint 


| shredded fresh cocoanut and shred-| 


ded blanched almonds. 


Pour upon the mixture boiling hot a 
taffy made by boiling until it crackles 
jin the teeth, two cups sugar,

RETURN FROM 
TRIP TO INDIA 


King George and e and Queen ha 
Safely Reach London 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC WELCOME 


Greeted by Large Assemblage of 
Notables as Train Pulls In—King 
Stands Up In Carriage and Salutes 
Stars and Stripes—Thousands of 
People Join In Singing In Front of 
Buckingham Palace 


London, Feb. 6.—King George 
and Queen Mary returned to England 
from the most memorable journey 
ever undertaken together by a king 
and queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land. After an absence of three 
months, during which they have been 
crowned Emperor and Empress of In- 
dia and had received the homage of 
many of their princely vassals in the 
vast eastern empire, they were given 

a hearty welcome back to London. 

Their present stay in the British 
isles will be only a short one, as they 
are due to pay a round of state visits 
to Kuropean courts this spring and 
summer. 

After breakfasting on board the Me- 
dina at Portsmouth with the queen 
mother, Alexandra, the Prince of 
Wales and the other royal chudren, 
their majesties landed and were sa- 
luted by the guns of the forts around 
Portsmouth. On the quay were 
drawn up guards of honor of blue- 
jackets, and soldiers, who presented 
arms while a military band struc’: up 
the national anthem. 

The royal party boarded a special 
train and traveled to London through 
country covered thickly with snow. 
All the stations along the route were 
decorated with flags. 

A large assemblage of notables was 
waiting at Victoria station when the 
train pulled in yesterday afternoon. 
An archway bearing the words “Wel- 
come home” in gold lettering on a blue 
ground was, erected across the plat- 
form. 

Premier Asquith and other members 
ef the cabinet, members of the diplo- 
matic corps, prominent officers of 
the army and navy in brilliant uni- 
forms, the lord mayor and the sher- 
iffs of London and the- jords mayor of 
the principal cities of the British

After their majesties had en- 
tered the thousands of people who had 
assembled around the railings sang 
successively “God Save the King,” 
“Auld Lang Syne,” “Home, Sweet 
Home” and “He’s a Jolly Good Fel- 
low.” Their majesties responded by 
appearing on the balcony of the first 
fioor. 

Religious services of thanksgiving 
for the safe return of the king and 
queen were held yesterday afternoon 
in Westminster abbey and the church- 
es throughout the British isles.

Second Demonstration Lecture 
by Mrs. Janet M. Hill 


NEXT LECTURE FEB, 12

five demonstration lectures under the 
auspices of and for the benefit of 
Wollaston Kindergarten was given 
Monday afternoon in Brasee hall, Wol- 
laston and was well attended many 
who had bought a single ticket pur- 
chased a ticket for the full course af- 
ter the lecture.

fore an open fire, has come the per- 
fect loaf. The study of bread making 
deserves more attention than it re- 
| ceives and should be done by the 
| mother of the house. Mrs. Hill ex- 
plained that yeast is a microscopic 
plant of fungus growth and is the 
lowest form of vegetable life, by bud- 
ding and division the germs multiply 
very rapidly under favorable condi- 
tions and produce fermentation and 
she told of the chemical changes which 
must take place and the temperature 
jand time etc., for the raising of 
bread. She spoke of the different kinds 
‘| of flour the proportion of liquid and 
flour, showed the manner of mixing, 
the amount of salt, and sugar should 
be used just enough to restore the

and in cases where from 75 to 80 per 
cent. of the seed were formerly eaten 
within 36 hours after planting, it has | 
been found possible to kill off the} 
small ground animals and get a good 
stand of new timber. In fact, in the 
Cochapaw forest ef Colorado it is 
probable that the stand of young trees 
will have to be thinned out to give 
room the trees ought to have. 

But now. comes the gray squirrel 
and presents a new problem to the for- 
ester. In most of the reforesting areas 
the seed of the yellow pine is the most 
desirable seed to be planted. The gray 
squirrels, it is found, not only eat the 
seed that are planted, but if the seed 
crop is at all light they eat the seed 
before the foresters can collect them 
for planting. The rangers have tried 
the experiment of watching the squir- 
rels and find they frequently can lo- 
cate the hoards of, the little red squir- 
rel, getting as much as a bushel of 
seed sometimes from a single gran 
ary. But the gray squirrel does noi 
hoard the seed. He either eats as he 
goes or else buries scattered seed so 
it is useless to look for them. 

The biological survey does not want 
to exterminate the squirrels, and does 
not intend to poison them, at first ai 
any rate, but will send out hunters 
to kill them off by shooting in the 
worst infested regions to see whether 
they can be held in check till the new 
trees get a start. 

Doctor Henshaw said he made a vis- 
it to the national bison range, where | 
20,000 acres have been fenced on the 
Flathead Indian reservation, and found 
the herd of bison installed there doing 
well and taking kindly to their new 
surroundings. The Flathead Indians 
have several thousand acres of land 
they want to irrigate, and they cannot 
readily get water to do it without run- 
ning an irrigation ditch across the 
bison park. They are willing to do 
the work of ditch digging themselves 
or pay the department of agriculture 
for having it done, but the department 
does not want to risk this invasion of 
the bison territory, and the method by ; 
which the question shall be settled | 
has not yet been worked out. 


Golden Gate Fogs. 

The fogs of the Pacific, and espe- 
cially those on the coast of California 
and Washington, present some char- 
acteristic features of theirown. They 
are low lying, dense and of frequent 
and regular occurrence, and have been 
the cause directly and indirectly of a 
large percentage of marine disasters 
in the vicinity of San Francisco. Ow- 
ing to the general movement of the air 
from the sea toward the land, and the 
climate of the great interior valley, fog 
is frequent and well marked. In sum- 
mer the afternoon sea fog varies in 
depth from 100 to 1,700 feet, but it 
rarely reaches far inland. 

On some afternoons the velocity of 
the wind at San Francisco rises with 
almost clocklike regularity to about

A Plain Souffle. * 

Rice Souffle.—Take three heaping ta- 
|blespoonfuls of rice flour, a pint of 
|milk. five eggs, butter the size of a 
walnut, powdered and sifted sugar to 
taste, a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt and flavoring. Mix the rice flour 
j with a little of the milk. Then put 
the remainder of the milk into a sauce- 
pan and add the rice and milk together 
} with the butter, salt and enough pow- 
dored sugar to sweeten. Stir these in- 
|gredients over the fire-until they thick- 
en, then take the saucepan off the fire 
and allow it to cool a little. Take the 
,yolks of the eggs and stir them, after 
|they have been beaten, into the batter 
in the saucepan, Beat the whites to a 
firm froth, adding a few drops of fla- 
voring, and mix with the other ingre- 
dients. Pour the batter into a soufile 
dish and bake for half an hour in the 
oven. Hold a hot shovel or salaman- 
der over the souffle. Then sprinkle it 
with sugar, place the souffie dish inside 
an ornamental one and send at once to 
the table. 

Some Recipes. 

Orange Souffle.—Peal and slice eight 
oranges, put in layers in a glass dish 
with sugar between and let stand sev- 
eral hours. Make a soft, rich custard 
‘and pour over the oranges. Spread 
over with a rich meringue. 

Cheese Souffle. —Cook together a ta- 
blespoonful each of butter and flour, 
the latter heaping. Pour upen them a 
cupful of scalding milk and stir until 
Smooth. Set aside until almost cool, 
then stir the sauce gradually into four 
eggs, beaten light, and whip in a cup 
ful of grated cheese. Season with salt 
and cayenne pepper and pour into a 
deep greased pudding dish. Bake in a 
| Steady oven until light and brown and 
serve at once. 
| Vanilla Soufile.—Melt an oun: 
butter in a saucepan, 
spoonful of flour and a half pint of 
milk. Boil until a thick paste is form- 
ed. Take off the stove and let cool a 
little. Stir in an ounce of granulated 
sugar and a teaspoonful of vanilla fla- 
voring. Then beat in the yolks of three 
eggs one at a time. Whip the whites 
of four eggs to a stiff. froth and fold 
them in lightly and quickly. Pour the 
mixture into a butter mold, which 
should be about two-thirds filled. Cov- 
er with the top ar with buttered paper 
afd steam for half an hour.

Further Study of Mars. 

Photographing through colored 
screens is the new method of studying 
Mars that has been undertaken by Tik- 
ioff at the Pulkova observatory. Four 
lifferent screens were used—transmit- 
ing respectively red, red and orange, 
yrange and yellow, and green—and in 
he 80-inch equatorial telescope they 
produced good photographs of very 
small size. The red And the green fil- 
‘ers gave strikingly different results. 
Jn the plates that were exposed under 
he red, the continents are much 
orighter than the south polar cap, 
While the seas are very dark and the 
tanals are best seen. The pictures 
hat were taken under the green show 
the south polar cap as the brightest 
object, and the seas are grayish. A 
study of the polar cap has made it ap- 
pear greenish instead of white. The 
interesting conclusion has been 
reached that at the time the photo- 
graphs were made the cap was ice in- 
stead of snow, and this view has been 
confirmed by experiments on the ab- 
sor}jtion spectrum of ice and in photo- 
graphing sand, snow and ice,

Washington, Feb. 9.—That Secre- 
tary Wilson‘ of the department of ag- 
riculture will be shown to have or- 
dered the suppression of a public doc- 
ument, that Solicitor McCabe will ap- | 
pear in the role of supporting his chief | 
in his suppression, that the dismissal 
of Chief Engineer Elliot by the de- 
partment was for the good of the ser- 
vice, and that powerful corporate and 
political influences are at work to 
discredit the reclamation service of 
the state of Florida—these will be the 
Important acts disclosed in the “Ever- 
gladés case,” about to be opened by 
the Moss committee. 

In order to get a clear idea of the 
situation as it stands today, it is nec- 
| essary to review some history. It 
appears, first, that in May, 1909, 2 he 
O. Wright, a drainage expert of the} 
undertook, 
at the request of the state of Florida, 
to make an extensive survey of the 
Everglades with a view of determin- 
ing whether they should be reclaimed. 
Wright’s report happened to come to 
the attention of a New York engineer 
by the name of Morgan, who declared 
that certain of Wright's findings were 
incorrect and that the report should 
not be made public till Eliot returned 
to Washington. 

Upon-his return, Elliot, who was 
not a drainage expert, ,rewrote the 
Wright report. When his document 
was submitted to Wilson, he endea- 
vored to smooth over the differences 
of opinion. There followed a series 
| of revisions, and about this time, cer- 
tain members of the Florida congres- | 
sional delegation appeared upon the 
scene, pulling and hauling Wilson 
this way and that. 

The conclusion of.it all was that 
Wilson ordered the report to be sup-| 
| pressed. It remained suppressed till 
a senate resolution ef Aug. 7, 1911, 
desired its publication. It is now a 
public document. 
| There is no question as to the fact 
of this suppression, for it is admitted 
by Wilson as well as by McCabe. ‘To 
the Moss committee will be assigned 
the unpleasent task of ascertaining ‘if 
this suppression was in public interest 
or whether it was similar to the man- 
ipulating of documents in the Wiley 
; case. 

The second phase of the investiga- | 
tion will take up the dismissal of El- 
liot, chief engineer of the drainage 
division, and A. D. Moorehouse, his 
| assistant, and the suspension of the 
| auditor for the department, F. J. ! 
Singleton. It is stated by high offi-| 
cials of the department that these dis- 
missals have nothing to do with the 
suppression of the Everglades report, 
but are the outcome of the irregulari- 
ties which these men permitted to 
take place in 1909 and which have just 
been brought to light by the depart- 
ment inspector. 

The ‘investigation will show, it is 
said, Elliot and the other two men | 
were not dismissed for opposing se- 


| 


| cretly, and, it will be charged, mali- | 
ciously, a government conservation 
policy, but instead on_ technical! 


grounds of doubtful importance. 

Third, as to the political string | 
which has set the whole outfit jump- | 
ing. The string was pulled a tew | 
days ago by Representat've Clark of | 
Florida. Clark, it seems, ‘belongs to; 
the Flagler interests which control the. 
eastern coast of the state down to the | 
Keys upon ‘which Flagler has just | 
completed his railroad. Clark’s op- 
ponent for congress is R. H. Burr, 
chairman of the state railroéd com- 
mission, a body of three men who! 
have been fighting to reduce railroad 
rates. 

Clark, and until very recently 
| Flagler railyoad as well, have been | 
blocking the state’s Everglade re- | 
| clamation plans at every turn. Clark’s 
purpose, therefore, in starting the 
Moss committee again on the warpath | 
is said by some to strike at men like | 
| Burr as well as at J. O. Wright, the | 
| author of the Everglades report and| 

now the chief engineer of the Ever- | 
glades drainage project, a project not | 
of private promoters but of the state 
of Florida. 

The candidate for governor of Flori- 
| da, Mr. Gibbons, is with Clark in the 
} present fight. The majority of the con- 
gressional delegation are strongly in| 
| favor-of the Everglades proposition. 

Such is the bare cutline of the un- | 
derlying features of the case which 
is about to be tried by the Moss 
committee here in Washington,

Possibly his 
satanic majesty now and again nods. 
It must have been in such a somno- 


| lent interval that he let M. Soyer's 
' system of paper bag cooking get by 
| him. For unquestionably it is in the 
| way of reducing ill-cooking at least 
one-half. Thereby it will help to feed 


fat all the nations of the earth. 

The use of cooking is to change 
the nature of food substances, mak- 
ing them at once better tasting and 
more digestible. Heat works by, de- 
veloping flavors and transforming sub- 
stances. Its most important office is, 
however, to break down fiber, animal 
and vegetable, to such a degree as to 
render it easily disestible. If it is 
to do this it must be properly applied. 
That is to say, gently, regularly. 

Simple food, well cooked, is the 
foundation of happiness—and paper 
bag cooking means good cooking. 

It follows naturally that the paper 
bag is especially useful in preparing 
food for: delicate persons, and grow- 
ing children. Here follow some 
dishes that have helped build up 
weak and wasted people. That they 


| will be likewise good for children, 


especially delicate ones, admits of 
no doubt. 
Pigeon Roast.—Take a squab, a 


squat-chicken as small as possible, 
or a queil, dress it whole, stuff light- 
ly with toasted bread crumbs, adding 
a raisin or two, or shreds of tart 
apple. “Season very lightly inside be- 
fore stuffing. Rub a little more salt 
cutside, but only a little. Rub also 
with soft butter, not melted, and 
dredge very lightly with flour. Then 
wrap in bacon, sliced as thin as pos- 
sible, and put into a buttered bag 
with 2 half teaspoonful of water. Seal 


and couk in a hot oven twenty to! 
thirty minutes, depending on the size.! 


The sqnab-chicken may require thir- 
ty-five rainutes. 

Shredded Wheat and Tomatoes.— 
Pour upon each shredded wheat bis- 
cuit required a teaspoonful of melted 
butter. Lay the buttered biscuit in 
a well-buttered bag and pile upon 
them thick slices of peeled toma- 


' toes, well seasoned with sugar, salt, 
| black and red pepper.

Morse arose from his own 
bed at the Milano apartments after 
a good night.

Morse seemed in very fair health 
when he reiched the Milano, where 
he immediately-secluded himself in 
his apartments. 

With the money that he has saved 
from the wreck, Morse and his wife 
Will sail for Bad Nauheim, Ger., 
within the next ten days or two 
weeks Physicians regard the saline 
waters of that spa as most efficacious 
in the treatment of heart disease, 
hardening of the heart, Brizht’s dis- 
ease and the other serious ailments 
with which Morse is afflicted.

Dr. Fowler of Atlanta, who ac- 
companied Morse and his wife, said: 
“I am convinced that if Morse at- 
tempts to go back to Wall street, it 
will be fatal to him. I have not told 
him so in words, but he knows my 
opinion. Wall street, with its ex- 
citement and worries, is not the place 
for a man in Morse’s physical condi- 
tion.”

ETTOR URGED

Letters Written to Him by ‘, 
Joha Read In Court 


*RE ADMITTED AS EVIDENSE 


Lawrence, Mass., Feb. 10.—Three 
letters which finally were admitted as

CONSIDERED MASTER STROKE 


Statesman Who Wields Great Influ- 
ence Over Manchus and Imperialist 
Troops Takes Place of Sun, Whose 
Resignation Is Accepted With Re- 
gret—Tribute to His Purity of Pur-| 
p0Se and Self Sacrifice 


Nanking, Feb. 16.—Yuan Shi Kai, 
one of China’s foremost statesmen 
and premier in the declining days of | 
| the Manchu dynasty, was elected | 
president of the republic of China, | 


| succeeding Sun Yat Sen, who re-| 


signed in Yuan’s favor. Yuan was| 
was chosen president by the Republi- | 
can assembly after it had accepted | 
the resignation of Sun and his cabi-| 
net. 

Word of his elevation was immedi- 
ately telegraphed to Yuan in Pekin} 
by his southern representative, Pang | 
Shao Yi. Yuan was asked to come to} 
Nanking at his earliest convenience 
to be sworn in and to take part in 
counsels over the formation of a new | 
cabinet. 

Tang Shao Yi is prominently chalga 
of as the first republican premier.

Wu Ting Fang and General Li Yan 
Heng, formerly commander-in-chiet | 
of the revolutionary army, will have | 
places in the new cabinet. 

The election of Yuan is regarded as

} art, his woman friend in this city, 
Arthur W. Shaw, absconcing shoe | 
manufacturer of Freeport, Me., has 
been located in Los Angeles, Cal., on 
the very day his woman accomplice 
was arraigned here. The letter is 
dated Feb. 14 and reached here yes- | 
| terday afternoon. It was written 
from 1503 Figuerra street; Los An- 
geles, where Shaw is known as 
| Arthur S. Willis. 

In the lengthy epistle to the Stew- 
art woman, whom he addresses as 
“My own dear sweetheart,” Shaw tells | 
of the real estate possibilities in Cali- 
| fornia and of the plans he had ar- 
ranged for the future of himself and 
the woman who is now under arrest | 
in this city. 

He directs Mrs. Stewart to join him | 
and to take with her all the money. 
“Don't leave behind any, not a cent, 
except a small balance in O. C.,” is | 
part of his advice. 

He directs her to telegraph or write 
him under the name of Arthur S. 
Angeles “Soon after 
| you start I shall move and change my } 
name to George M. S.,” he writes. | 

Shaw had been in Pasadena, ana | 
hé was overcome with the beauty of 
this city. He wrote with the imagina-

| tion of a good real estate man, and 


with the facility of a trained jour- 
nalist. After descanting on _ this 
flower-filled city he exclaims: 
gods! I never saw such | 
streets, such beautiful -homes, such

Then he becomes the practical busi-

tages that he visited and what they | 
cost. He was on the vergé of invest- 
But he said: “All my 
money is with you.” 

Then Shaw outlined his plan for his 
future %vith Mrs. Stewart. It was 
done qiearly, succinctly. He made

,Second, he would deal in real es- 
tate. 

Third, he would purchase an auto- 
mobile in which to visit customers. 

Fourth, in two or three years, when 
the whole business had been properly 
swung, he and Mrs. Stewart would go | 
around the werld.

Dredging, driving 
piles to support concrete founda- 
tions, submarine drivers at work, 
etc. 

“The diameter of centre founda- 
| tion has been increased from 30 to 36 
feet. As the water is about 27 feet 
deep, the contractors had to contend | 
with the usual difficulties appurten- 
ant to work of this nature, and in 
addition were cramped for space | 
because of the bridge overhead. | 

“The ‘coffer dam’ which is con-} 
structed of medium steel plates was 
contracted to the Fore River Ship- 
building Co. The pile foundations, | 
dredging and deep water work to 
Hiram W. Phillips, of Quincy, Mass., 
one of the best-known experts on | 
deep water foundations. Mr. John | 
| P. McKnight is employed as inspec- 
tor of work. Mr. McKnight’s ex- 
perience has been large. He was | 
employed five years as inspector by 
the Boston Water Board, and five 
years as inspector on the Charles 
River dam. 

On October 16th the bridge was | 
| closed to travel; immediately large 
gangs of workmen commenced re- | 
moving the rails of the street rail- 


way, the over-head wires and the 
larger cables that were laid below | 
the channel of the _ river. In the 


{ 
meantime, other workmen had been | 
busily employed in running new 
cables and wires over the temporary | 
!foot bridge. This work was accom- 
plished without causing any delays 
in the operation of the street rail- | 
way. The Bay State Street Railway 
Co., is entitled to credit for prompt- 
ness in doing this work. The steep | 
grade on the approach to the bridge 
on the Quincy side of the river is be- | 
ing improved, and will be completed | 
in a few days. Perhaps the most 
important and most interesting part | 
of the work is the remodeling of the 
steel draw spans or increasing the 
length of the same 25 feet o: cach 
side. The designs for this alteration | 
were from the office of J. H. Worces- 
ter & Co., consulting engineers. Af-| 
ter swinging off the draw to a point 
at right angles w'th the bridge over | 
the new fender piers, the entire | 
structure, weighing about 300 tons, | 
was blocked and wedged up on 
strong timbers, the timbers resting 
on numerous rollers. 

About this time there appeared on 
the scene a large gang of skilled 
mechanics employed by the Boston 
Bridge Works. This company has 
the contract for completing the re- 
maining work.

| Tablets. 
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USING TAPIOCA. 
APIOCA ought to be more popu- 
lar, for it is a nourishing food 
and if cooked right is quite as 
palatable as gelatin. 

Like gelatin, tapioca may be ac- 
ceptably combined with fruits and 
other foods, 

Tapioca is largely composed of 

starch, and in cooking it see that the 
starch is thoroughly swollen. 
“There are three kinds of tapioca— 
flake, pearl and granule. The flake 
and pearl should be soaked before 
cooking, while the granule may be 
used directly with boiling water. 

One-fourth of a cup of tapioca to a 
pint of water is the usual proportion. 

Tapioca is an excellent food for in- 
valids or those who suffer from indi- 
gestion. 

With Cream and Coffee. 

Creamed Tapioca.—Soak three ta- 
blespoonfuls of pearl tapioca in col& 
water over night. 

In the morning add to one quart of 
scalding milk and cook until the tapi- 
oca is clear. 


Stir in the yolks of three eggs beat- | 


en light with three-,..urters of a cup- 
ful of sugar. 

Cook two or three minutes, remove 
from the fire, add a bit of salt and 
flavor to taste. 


Pour into a deep dish and cover) 


with a meringue made from whites of 
eggs and three tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, 

Brown in a slow oven and serve 
cold. 

Tapioca With Coffee.—Take strong 
cold coffee. Put one pint of coffee in 


| the upper part of a double boiler on 


the stove. 


When hot add one-fourth of a cupful | 


of tapioca and cook for a few mo- 
ments. 

Then place over the hot water and 
cook gentty, stirring occasionally un- 
til transparent. 

Add one-fourth of a cupful of sug- 
ar and a pinch of salt. 

Turn into small molds and serve 
cold with cream and sugar. 

Apple Tapioca.—Take two table- 
spoonfuls of granulated tapioca, a 
quart of\ water, a quarter teaspoonful 
of salt, four tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
2 teaspoonful of butter and four ap- 
ples. Core the apples and in the cen- 
ters put two tablespoonfuls of sugar 
and a small piece of butter. Bake in 
moderate oven until tender. 

Put the tapioca on in the water, add 
the salt and the remainder of the 
sugar and boil fifteen minutes. Pour 
over the baked apples and bake in 
moderate oven ten minutes. 

The tapioca can be flavored with 
vanilla, lemon peel or with ground 
cinnamon. 


COLD MASHED POTATOES. 
ON'T throw out cold mashed pota- 
toes. Just put them away, the 
more the better, to use in making 
some of the many tasty dishes in 
which mashed potatoes are a prime 


| ingredient. 


The following recipes will give an 


idea of what may be accomplished | 
| with cold potatoes: 


Potato Souftle—Take some mashed 
potatoes and rub through a_ sieve; 
weich and to each pound of potatces 
add four ounces of sifted sugar, four 


ounces of butter, a pint of hot milk. 


and the grated rind of a lemon. 

Beat till quite smooth. Add the yolks 
of six eggs and the whites beaten to a 
stiff froth. 


Huve a cake tin well buttered; tie, 
buttered paper round it outside to pre- | 


vent the souffle from overflowing. 

Bake in a quick oven for twenty min- 
utes. 

Delicious Cakes. 

Fried Potato Cakes.—Season one pint 
of mashed potatoes with one table- 
spoonful of melted butter and one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and pepper to taste. 
Add one egg, mix until light; 
through a’ strainer, return to the fire 
and stir a few minutes. 

Allow to cool, form into small flat 


cakes or patties, roll in egg and bread- | 
crumbs and drop into hot fat to fry a | 


golden brown. 
parsley. 

Plain Potato Cakes —When a bowl 
of mashed potatoes is left over try 
making scones of them for supper or 
breakfast. 

Add a little hot milk and remash the 


flour enough to mold the mixture into | 


flat cakes. Toast them slowly so that 
they will not burn. Eat hot with but- 
ter. 

Potato Cutlets—Take mashed 


milk to slightly moisten. 

Chop fine one onion and fry goldeu 
brown in a tablespoonful of: butter. 
Boll and chop .fine carrots and white 
turnips to make one heaping cupful of 
each. Add these and the onion to the 


potato, season with salt and pepper. | 


add a tablespoonful of chopped parsley 
and mold into small cutlets. 

Dip each in slightly béaten egg. roll 
in fine breadcrumbs and fry golden 
brown in smoking hot fat.

Pneumatic Scale Co., and the Robbins 
Iron Foundry were being constantly 
threatened, stationed men with hose 
at these plants and prevented the fire 
from spreading. In the meantime 
other firemen were giving their atten- 
tion to the main fire. This was kept 
confined to the foundry building in 
which it started, although this build- 
ing was practically destroyed. 

In this building were a large num- 
ber of patterns from which castings 
were being made and these were de- 
stroyed. Most of the valuable pat- 
terns however were in the pattern 
house which was saved. The office 
building near by was also saved as 
were some of the other buildings. 

The loss is one hard to estimate, but 
Chief Litchfield believes that it will 
be from $12,000 to $15,000 which is 
fully covered by insurance. 

The Wollaston Foundry Co. is one 
of the oldest plants in the city, having 
been established in 1873 at which time 
it was incorporated for $30,000. At 
its start a specialty was made of piano 
plate but of late years general foundry 
castings were made such as shoe ma- 
chinery and light 
ings. 

The original plant was destroyed by 
fire in 1892 but the work of rebuild- 
ing was immediately commenced and 
in six weeks, work was resumed and 


machinery cast- 


the plant running as usual. Since 
that time the plant has been enlarged 
several times by the addition of new 
buildings. The ownership of the 
company still remains in the Lincoln 


family, its founders.

Knox Tells Central Americans That 
We Are Their Friend 

Panama, Feb. 28.—The Monroe 
doctrine, that great principle of 
United States protection over weaker 
sister republics in Latin America, 
took on new significance when Secre- 
tary of State Knox delivered his first 
address here upon the occasion of his 
trip through the capitals of the Carib- 
bean littoralcountries. 

Secretary Knox sounded the key- 
note of his visit, pledging the friend- 
ship of his government to those of the 
republics on his calling list and pre- 
dicting great things after the opening 
of the Panama canal. 


In explaining that the trip was be--

COLLEGE ATHLETICS FOR ALL. 


The attitude of college government | 
toward athletics is much like that of} 
the man who had a bull by the horns. ! 
He can’t hold on, and he can’t let go. | 
The thing has become as essentially a 
part of college life as the class room 
work, and no power can change it. It 
is simply a question as to how the 
power can be made most useful and 
least harmful. 

A recent report of Cornell univer- 
sity offers some suggestions. It tells 
how at that institution, great attention 
has been paid toward engaging all the 
men in athletic work. During the 
past year some two hundred contests 
were held outside the intercollegiate 
competitions, These were inter-class 
and inter-fraternity matches, and 
those between other societies. 

The essential weakness of college 
athletics is that the vast majority of 
the boys get no physical training, 
other than that given by cheering and 
waving banners in the grand stand.

Ma- 
nila’s walled city, a town in itself, con- 
sisting of several city blocks with 
paved streets, business houses and 
large dwellings is surrounded by a 


| Stone wall about thirty feet high and 


from thirty to forty feet thick. 

The walls once were skirted on the 
outside by a deep moat, filled with wa- 
ter having drawbridges at the various 
gates. Most if not all of the moat 
has now been filleti in, but no doubt 
the walls will stand for years if for 
no other reason than for their histori- 
cal interest. 

Of this vast yet crude system of 
defense Fort Santiago stands as the 
key. What the Tower of London is! 
to England, what the Vatican is to 
Rome, what the Bunker Hill monu- 
ment is to the United States, Fort 
Santiago is to the Philippine Islands. 

The Spanish invaders made Manila 
their headquarters in 1571 and began 
to fortify it about twenty years later. 
The first stone construction was the 
circular wall, which is still standing 
Since the American occupation of the 
fort its armament has been taken 
away and the buildings within the 
parks have been converted into bar- 
racks and storerooms. 

Commodious office buildings have 
been erected on top of the walls along’ 
and overlooking the Pasig, and here 
the commanding general of the Phil 
ippie division has his headquarters 
In one of the beautiful parks within 
the fort is located the military arsen-! 
al, with its big steam and electric’ 
workshops. 

Some of the maps and plans of the 


cut across and _= stitched 


in London, where they were carried 
after the British conquest of Manila. 
The fort, mostly in its present form 
has stood for 300 years. There are all 
sorts of stories floating about concern. 
ing secret chambers in the walls and 
wings. 

So far as the secret chambers are 


concerned, there is some truth in the 


rumors. The filling of the old moat 
elcsed many of the entrances to these 
chambers, probably forever. When the 
wall in Calle Aduana was removed, an 
inner chamber was found filled with 
human skeletons. 

Nutives have a wholesome terror of 
the old place, and absolutely no desire 
to see anything below the surface of 
the thick old walls. Americans who 
with electric lamp, have started ex 
plorations have given up, owing to the 
foul air, crumbling passages and oth 
er hindrances. 

Only three flags have flown above 
Fort Santiago. For 328 years the 
Spanish ensign was unfurled to the 
tropic breeze, except for the brief time 
the British flag supplanted that of the 
rightful lords. The hoisting of the 
th'rd flag is well known to all Ameri

Quincy, Mass., January 1, 1912. 
To the Trustees of the Thomas Crane Public Library :— 

Notwithstanding the fact that the work of the library.has 
been carried on the past year under ‘extreme ‘disadvantages I 
have to report very gratifying results, Well aware that the 
usefulness of the library is not to be measured by ‘the number 
of book issues, it affords pleasure to chronicle an inerease of 
circulation of 12,651 over the year 1910, then the largest in 
the library’s history. In the twelve months since 1 wrote my 
last report we have joined the ranks of the‘libraries with a 
circulation of 100,000 to 200,000’, the total ‘figures’ being 
107,882. e 

The largest contributor to this inerease has been the West 
Quincy reading room which has é¢arried over’ 17% of the 
whole circulation for the year,reporting at the close of this, 
its first complete year, a circulation ‘of 18,938 volumes and at- 
tendance figures of 31,500. Dées not this speak***velumes*’ 
for the extension of the library system to ‘other outlying ‘séec- 
tions of the city? For what we have done in West Quincey 
may we not equally as well do in Atlanti¢, which for 30 yerrs 
has been receiving a weekly delivery of books, as referred ‘to 
in my last report. And again I express the hope that the City 
Council will see its way clear to granting us a ‘sufficient “in- 
crease of appropriation for the opening of a reading room in 
the ward most remote from the centre. ‘Constant complaints 
come to me of the service of the délivéry baskets in both Wél- 
laston and Atlantic, and of the 12 books lost and not paid for 
in fhe charging trays of the Central library in‘ 1911,'5, or 
nearly 50% disappeared from these baskets. 

The cost of maintaining the reading room at West Quin- 
ey for the 12 months has been $1,055.38, an extremely reason- 
able figure considering the amount of work done, and by com- 
parison with other libraries. 

But this expense of maintenance must increase with the 
constantly increasing demands, as the branch seems a phenom- 
enally alive and active and growing offshoot from the parent 
stalk. Moreover this simple Branch maintenance, above, 
means no cost of books, or but trifling, comparatively—4 re- 
placements and 7 reference books added—only their housing 
and distribution and the advantages of the reading room; the 
extra binding bills, for instance,—a very heavy item from the 
wear and tear of the books here—being included in the Cen- 
tral library’s expenses. Of the 50 books burned from conta- 
gious diseases, 24 were from this room, and-6 books have been 
lost from the open shelves during the year. 

But look on the other side of the picture. The average 
daily circulation has increased from 53 in 1910 to 63; the aver- 
age daily attendance, from 93 to 105. The total attendance 
for the year includes 10,753 adults and 20,747 children, and 
thus it may be inferred that ‘the discipline of the room is an 
ever present factor and adds largely to the labor of the person 
in charge.’ There are 640 books on deposit and the average 
monthly exchange of these deposits has been 97 in 1911 as 
against 53 in 1910; there are 195 books belonging to the Read- 
ing room, of which 40 are reference books, making a total of 
836 books. West Quincy has a distinetly large foreign popu- 
lation and the demand for Italian books is something that we 
cannot supply with the present limited resources of the Cen- 
tral library. 

The new borrowers registered during 1911 at the Read- 
ing room include 105 adqglt and 188 children, besides 26 adult 
and 2 juvenile registrations transferred from the Central li- 
brary. The whole number of borrowers at the Branch is 995, 
divided into 506 adults and 489 children. This division is an 
arbitrary one based upon the separation of the Grammar and 
High schools, according to the adult and juvenile at the Cen- 
tral library. The Branch was closed 2 days in July on ac- 
count of the excessive heat. 

We began the year with the handicap of illness, and hard- 
ly at any time during it has the entire staff been on duty. Miss 
Cochrane, after a faithful service of nearly 16 years, on leave 
of absence following her illness in the spring, has been sorely 
missed. The cheerful response of Miss Alexander to take up 
the burden of the ‘‘arduous year in the cataloguer’s room”’, 
in which she has been ably assisted’ by Miss Morrison, has 
enabled us to stem the tide of misfortunes and calls for most 
appreciative recognition. The department has been brought 
practically up to date in the work of the year, with 1,565 new 
»ooks added and 387 replaced; the card catalogue of the chil- 
dren’s room has been duplicated, except subject entries, in the 
ward catalogue of the main hall. The graded lists of the Car- 
negie library of Pittsburgh were checked and the numbers ef 
all the books contained i our library inserted in red ink to 
make the. lists convenient for teachers’ use. 

Among the purchases of the year have been Nelson’s 
Loose-Ledf Encyclopaedia, 12 volumes; the Photographie His- 
tory of the Civil War, 10 volumes; the Cyclopedia of Com- 
merte, Accountancy, Business Administration, 10 volumes; 
the Children’s Library of Work and Play, 10 volumes: the 
Children’s Book of Knowledge, 24 volumes; 2° sets of fie 
Standard Library of Natural History, 5 volumes; Shacke!- 
ton’s Heart ef the Antarctic, 2 volumes; and Lane’s annota- 
ted Arabian Nights, 3 volumes. 

A beginning has been made in the purchase of books of 
musical composition, and as these seem to be greatly appre- 
ciated we should build up this new department. 

People are availing themselves more and more of the op- 
portunity to suggest books, which we welcome as a sign of 
their active appreciation of the library, and it is a real saties- 
faction to be able to fulfill their desires. But the demand has 
been much in advance of the library’s power to supply. More 
than ever before have there been calls for books relating to the 
trades, for works on practical and technical subjects, for text- 
books of the stiences. We have tried to strengthen the libra- 
ry along the lines of the useful and applied arts and questions 
of the day. There is a lack of modern plays and works on the 
drama, and a constant demand for more works in the Italian 

I wash we might have ordered the new edition of 
the Eneyclopaedia Britannica, and purchased the volumes of 
the International Library of Technology asked for. But hay- 
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ing Jess money to spend the past year than the year before, 
with increased expenses, we have not been able to buy all the 
books which should have been bought. 

We cannot have an increase of circulation for two years 
in suctession, of an average of over 13,000 volumes, without 
an inereasing outlay in nearly every direction, including as- 
sistance. Every year sees an increase in the cost of the maga- 
zines themselves, as well as that of the added subscriptions. 
More stibseriptions and more duplicate copies mean the pur- 
chase of more magazine covers for circulation and of binders 
for the 'Feading room. For the very books themselves libraries 
mist pay ‘high prices and get small discounts. Now that the 
net price system-has been extended to fiction one librarian 
writes —‘*I am convinced that it affects the purchasing power 
of our appropriation at least 20 per cent.’’ é, 

The circulation from the main hall, 65,264, is an increase 
of 939 over the year 1910, with a slight falling off in fiction 
loaned. ‘There has been a gain of 2 per cent. in non-fiction cir- 
culated, periodicals losing correspondingly. From July to 
October, 185 ‘‘vacation’’ books were in circulation with no re- 
newal figures recorded. From an inventory of books added to 
the main hall from January, 1908 to October, 1910, which had 
not hitherto been made, 22 books are reported missmg, pre- 
sumably while on the shelves of the outside bookcases. 

The circulation from the children’s room has been 1,382 
less the past yéar than the préceding one. This is ac- 
counted for, in part, at least, by the transfer of the Houghs 
Neck children who formerly spent their noon 1} Jars here. 
This suggests the remark j;about Mahomet and the mountain, 
and another section where a reading room would undoubtedly 
be appreciated. In an output of 20,825 from the children’s 
room the percentage of fiction is 58.6. The recorded use of 
books and periodicals in the room is somewhat larger than the 
previous year. 

When this room opened, June 22, 1908, there were 2,136 
volumes on the shelves. There are now 4,635 books ‘here, and 
we are beginning to put them on the top shelf among the pict- 
ures. The best way I know to keep from an overcrowded 
condition on the shelves anywhere is to keep the books  dis- 
tributed in the homes, the schools, the agencies. But since 
in the summer the books which the schools now keep in ecireu- 
lation will be returned to the shelves, the need of more shelf 
space must soon be met. 

‘The work of the sending of 2,855 books to the schools has 
been entirely done in this room. Hardly a book returned ean 
be put into circulation without something in the line of mend- 
ing being done to it, from a single torn leaf up to the mending 
kit ‘by which it is replaced in its covers. 

During the year Miss Barker reports from her depart- 
ment 2,813 adult books and 2,469 juvenile books mended, and 
276 magazines mended. Besides this repair at the Central li- 
brary there have been 382 adult books and 982 juvenile books 
and 88 periodicals mended at the West Quincy reading room. 
These figures, a total of 6,646 beoks and 364 periodicals, give 
some idea of the wear and tear, necessary and unnecessary, in- 
cident to our work. But it also means a big financial saving 
to the library, for, although the amount spent for binding in 
1911 has been a considerable increase over that of 1910, this 
cost would have been far heavier if this repair work had not 
beea done here. 

The work with the mending kit has been satisfactory, a 
book sometimes circulating 20 times when otherwise it would 
have to be sent away for rebinding after only a few weeks’ 
wear and just when it is most in demand. 

The telephone has been made much use of in requests for 
all sorts of information. The winter schedule of hours was 
extended until July 1 instead of June 1, and the evening 
hours were appreciated. 

Toward the close of the year we were able to put a 
selection of books at the Boston Gear Works for the use of 
their men, which is in the nature of a deposit station. It is 
too soon as yet to decide upon its appreciation from figures, 
although Mr. Colburn writes that the men are well pleased 
with the books. 

The following stereographic travel tours have been add- 
ed to our collection:—The United States, Colorado, Arizona, 
the Yosemite, the White Mts., Sweden, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark, Ireland, and Japan; 5]4 views in all. In considera- 
tion of the fact that we have only 1,355 of these views in the 
library, a circulation of 13,218 from the main hall shows their 
popularity and the need for more. Not only have these 
stereographs been enjoyed in the homes, but the reeord of 
use in the children’s room 25,604 suggests the pleasure which 
they ‘have afforded here. 

We have received 13 exhibits from the Library Art ‘Club 
and 14 volumes have been borrowed from the Boston Publi¢ 
Library for our patrons through the system of Inter-library 
vloan. 

Among the gifts of the year have been 7 volumes of the 
works of George Eliot by Rev. Rufus B. Tobey, the Library 
of Home Economies, in 12 volumes, from the Home Econom- 
ics Committee of the Quincy Women’s Club, and the Index 
to the Probate Records of Suffolk county, 1636-1893, through 
the suggestion of Mr. Warren S. Parker. With the gift from 
Hon. J. F. Merrill of the 2 volumes of Probate index of Nor- 

folk county, 1793-1900, we now have a complete index to the 
probate records of Quincy, as the town belonged to Suffelk 
eounty until 1793. 

The library has received from the Civic Committee of 
the Quincy Women’s Club a gift of $50-as the nutleus of a 
fund ‘‘to be called the Children’s Fund, for the purpose of 
purchasing books for children.’’ Also the Atlantic Shake- 
speare Society has pledged through Mrs. W. Ward Whiteher 
$100 to the Trustees for a Reading Room in Atlantic, avail- 
able upon the opening of such a room there. 

It is with an abiding sense of loss that with the changes 
of the year must be recorded the deaths of two members of 
the Trustees whose invaluable serviees to the library will 
never be forgotten. It is painful also to miss for half the 
year the wise counsel of the Chairman of the Board, debarred 
from service through illness. 

In closing my report for the year I wish to thank your 
honorable Board for the eight weeks’ additional vacation for 
a.trip to Europe, commending Miss Baxter for the discharge 
of added responsibility.
